King Egbert engaged them in a 
ſecond Battle, and compelled them to 
quit the Iſland, 

Egbert having reigned King of 
the Weſt-Saxons thirty-fix Years, 
and upwards of eight Monarch 
of England, . died, and was buried at 
Wincheſter, 


ETHELWOLF, eldeſt Son of 
Egbert, ſucceeded his Father, He 
is faid to have been a Monk and 
Biſhop of Winchefter, and abfolved 
w_ his Vows by Pope Gregory 
The Danes very much infeſt the

there: He obliged himſelf alſo, to 
ſend to Rome annually three Hundred 
Marks, two Hundred whereof, were 
to purchaſe Wax Tapers for the 
Churches of St Peter and St Paul, 
and the remaining Hundred to be at 
the Pope's Diſpoſal. 

He divided his Kingdom between 
his two eldeſt Sons, Ethe/ba/d and 
Ethelbert ; died, and was buried at 
Wincheſter, 


ETHELBALD, having reign- 
ed about two Years and helf, and 
left the whole Kingdom to His 
Brother Ethelbert, died; and was 
buried firſt at Sherburne in Dorſet- 
ſhire, but removed to Saliſbury, | 


ETHELBERT began his 
Reign over the whole Kingdom, 
and reigned five Years. In this 
Reign alſo the Danes ravaged the 

B 3 Country. 


— 
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Country. He was buried near his 
Brother at Sherburne, 


ETHELRE D, the third Son 
of Etheloolf, ſucceeded to the Crown, 
in whoſe Reign the Danes commit 
greit Ravages through the whole 
Kingdom ; and among others they 
fire the City of York, and murder 
Edmund, Titular King of the Eaft- 
Angles, The Place of whoſe Buri- 
al is fince called St Edmund's Bury, 

In this Reign happened a great 
Plague, of which ſome fay King 
Ethelred died 5 but others, that be 
died of his Wounds received in a 
Battle with the Janes. He * 
fix Years, and was buried at in- 
burae in Dorſetſhire, 


(the fourth Son of Erbelwolf) ſuc- 
cerded his Brother Etbelred, and was 
crowned at Wincheſter, The Danes 
in this Reign ſettle themſelves in 
many Partꝭ of England, with whom 
Alfred fights ſeveral Battles with 
various Succeſs; but at length de- 
feats them. 

| He compels their King Cu- 
thrum, with thirty of the Chiefs pf 
the Army, and divers of the com- 
mon Soldiers to be baptized, 
and forces them to retire out of the 
Kingdom. 

Alfred puts the Egle upon 
building Sh:ps for their Security. 

He rebuilt the City of London, 
which had been burnt and deſtroyed 
by the Danes about the Year 839. 

There was at this Time hardly a 
Layman that could read Eng, or 
a Prieſt that underſtood Latin in 
Britain. 

He reftores Learning in the Uni- 
verſity of Orford. 

He divides the Kingdom into 
Counties, Hundreds, and Tithings. 

The Danes with 300 Sail of Ships 
invade England again under one 
Haſtings, and ' are encountered at 
Sea by the Ships lately built by 
King A/fred; whereupon a Peace 
enſues.

England, the Rolls whereof were 
lodged at Wincheſter z from which 
Model Doomſday- Book was after- 
wards made by William the Conque- 
ror, but with more Exactneſa.

deſt Son to King Alfred, ſucceeded | 


his Father, and was crowned at 
Kingflon upon Thames, In the be- 
ginning of his Reign, his Coufin 
Ethelwald, the Sdn of Ethelred his 
Father's elder Brother, laid Clai 
to the Crown ; but being 
cred, he fled to the Dana, who ac- 
knowledged him for King of E- 
land, and fought ſeveral] Battles 
with King Edward on his Behalf, 


He died tt Farrington in Berkſhire, in
